Annual School Report. 


The close of another school year brings with it the duty of mak- 
’ ing a report of the work done in our schools for the past year. 

The present school year has not been marked by any very unus- 
ual or extraordinary events. While the progress has not been all 
that could be desired, yet much of the work has been very satis- 
factory to the Board of Education, and we hope to the citizens of 
the town. ‘Teachers and pupils both are much encouraged in their 
work if the parents and citizens show their interest in the schools, 
and instead of finding fault with the teachers and other officials, 
should try to do all in their power, to make our schools better. The 
progress of the schools for the present year has been somewhat re- 
tarded by the change of teachers at the close of the first term. 

The Spring term began with the same teachers as were elected in 
the Fall of t901: Miss Green, at the North school; Miss Mace, 
at the East, and Mr. Prescott, at the West. 

Miss Green’s excellent record as a thorough teacher is too well 
known to need further words of commendation. It was with regret 
that her resignation was accepted at the close of the Spring term. 

Miss Green was succeeded by Miss Nettie Smith, of Kingston. 
She came to us highly recommended by the principal of Sanborn 
Seminary, from which school she graduated last June. She entered 
upon her new duties with a determination to keep up the very satis- 
factory condition of the school, and has succeeded in every respect. 
She is thorough in her work, and has won the love and respect of 
the children, also the sympathy and approval of the parents. 

Miss Mace, who has taught the East school for several successive 
terms, finished her work at the close of the Spring term. She had 
labored with the same faithfulness as in former terms, and with her 
love for the children had so won their affections, it was with regret 
that many heard of the loss of their favorite teacher. She was suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. Hodgdon. Of the first two terms of her experience 
in teaching, we can hardly say too much in praise of her work. 
With only a few scholars, she has worked with interest and enthu- 
siasm, and has succeeded in making great progress. She has 
"proved herself worthy of a much higher position.

Mr. Prescott held his reputation as a thorough teacher to the end. 
Under his guidance the school had attained a high standing. ‘The 
excellent entertainment given by his school proved how faithfully 
teacher and scholars had worked together. Much to the regret of 
all, Mr. Prescott resigned his position at the close of the Spring term. 

Miss Agnes Knight, of Hampton Falls, a graduate of Robinson 
Female Seminary, was chosen to carry on his work. ‘This was a 
difficult undertaking for an inexperienced teacher. In all her work 
Miss Knight has shown courage and perseverance, and done all in 
her power to keep the school up to its usual standing. Miss Knight 
likes her work and we wish her great success in her future teaching. 

At the beginning of the Spring term, White’s New Complete 
Arithmetics were introduced into all the schools, and are proving 
satisfactory. 

We would recommend a change in the Geography and Grammar 
text-books in the near future. 

With an economical use of the money at the disposal of the 
board, the schools were continued thirty-four weeks ; twelve in the 
Spring and Fall terms; ten in the Winter term.
